Political  Pn 

One  of  the  less  pleasant 
events  in  our  year  at  SCITS 
was  the  Political  Protest  in 
October  1997.  The  Ontario 
teachers  and  the  Ontario  gov- 
ernment were  in  disagreement 
about  how  the  education  system 
should  be  run.  The  government 
introduced  Bill  160  and  planned 
to  make  sweeping  changes  to 
this  system;  the  approximately 
123,000  teachers  of  Ontario 
"took  to  the  pavement"  in  pro- 
test. 

It  was  an  historical  action. 
Classes  ended  for  about  2.1 
million  youngsters  from  the 
province.   Never  before  had

such  a  large  protest  occurred 
anywhere  in  Canada  or  North 
America.  Never  before  had  all 
five  teachers'  unions  agreed  so 
completely  upon  the  need  for 
public  awareness  of  the  current 
trend  in  education. 

For  two  weeks,  teachers  all 
over  the  province  joined  together 
in  a  unilateral  show  of  support 
against  the  Harris  government. 
Pickets  went  up  outside  all  the 
schools-elementary,  secondary, 
separate  and  public. 

At  the  SCITS'  line,  many 
parents,  students,  and  members 
of  the  general  public  showed 


their  support  by  dropping  off  all 
sorts  of  refreshments  which  were 
very  much  appreciated  by  the 
teaching  staff.  In  addition,  custo- 
dians and  secretarial  staff  joined 
the  teachers  on  the  picket  lines 
when  they  could. 

The  protest  ended  officially 
on  November  10  when  teachers 
returned  to  classes.  The  five 
unions  representing  the  teachers 
decided  that  two  weeks  of  sanc- 
tions were  sufficient  to  inform  the 
public  of  the  issues,  and  did  not 
wish  the  students  to  suffer  more 
out-of-classroom  time.  Staff  and 
students  were  eager  to  be  back 
to  their  routine.

Valedictorian  Address 


There's  nothing  I  love  more  than  the 
last  word.  The  chance  to  make  one 
last  point,  to  have  the  final  say.  If 
sarcasm  is  a  trade,  then  I  am  its 
willing  apprentice.

Cross-country,  which  started 
up  again  this  fall  just  a  week  after 
school  began,  saw  Mr.  Bennett  re- 
turn to  coaching  alongside  Mr.

Nations  Assembly  hosted  by 
University  Toronto  School  in 
Toronto.  Sounds  fun?  That 
depends  on  your  interest  in 
international  affairs,  meeting  new 
people,  and  trying  new  things. 

In  the  XXVI  Assembly,  IMF 
(International  Monetary  Fund) 
reform,  political  asylum,  Indonesian 
Peat  Fires,  cloning,  eugenics,  and 
the  international  legalization  of 
marijuana  were  just  a  few  of  the 
resolutions  discussed.  (For  the 
record  --  Guinea  voted  against 
marijuana's  legalization  for  religious 
reasons  while  Luxembourg 
supported  it  --  however  the 
resolution  still  failed). 

Preparation  began  in 
December  when  interested  students 
were  assigned  to  teams  and  then 
filled  out  registration  forms.  By 
January,  SOMA  notified  the  teams  of 
what  countries  they  were  to 
represent.  In  February,  we  learned 
the  process  of  drawing  up 
resolutions  (a  proposal)  by  writing 
our  own.  By  March,  we  were  familiar 
with  our  country's  government  and 
foreign  policy  so  we  could  submit  our 
country's  position  paper. 

Finally,  on  April  22,  1998  we 
hopped  on  a  6:30  a.m.  train  with  the

three  delegations  from  Northern 
Collegiate  (Djibouti,  Lithuania,  and 
Solomon  Islands)  to  Toronto  to  begin 
the  weekend.  The  opening 
ceremonies  were  long,  but  funny. 
Some  delegations  wrote  songs  and 
plays  in  promotion  of  their  nation. 

Thursday-Saturday  we 
attended  various  model  UN 
committees.  Guinea  and 
Luxembourg  were  only  able  to  sit  on 
the  General  Assembly,  the  Legal- 
Political  Committee  and  the 
Economic-Social  Committee.  Other, 
more  powerful  nations  also  attended 
the  Human  Rights  Committee  and 
the  Security  Council.

This  form  of  personal 
courier  service  delivers  notes  to 
other  delegates,  and  also  to 
delegates  in  the  other  sessions.  You 


can  lobby  for  support  on  an  issue, 
ask  people  about  their  nations, 
attempt  to  declare  war  (like  Guinea 
and  Sierra  Leone  attempted  on 
Liberia),  or  just  to  say  "hi." 

Closing  ceremonies  included 
dinner,  dance,  and  awards. 

Even  though  this  all  sounds 
like  a  lot  of  work,  it's  not.  Everything 
is  done  by  5  p.m.,  lots  of  time  to 
shop  or  get  in  national  television  (like 
Rae-Lynn  and  Kristin  did  during  the 
live  taping  of  Electric  Circus  for 
Muchmusic/CityTV). 

We  all  billeted  with  students 
from  UTS  (a  high  school  located  on 
the  University  of  Toronto  campus), 
who  are  more  than  accommodating 
to  their  out-of-town  guests.
